vnto vs. And if it pleaſe thee to try and excr- 
ciſe vs by greater pouerty and need then our 
fleſh would deſire, that thou wouldeſt yet (O 
Lard, grant vs grace to know that thou wilt 
nouriſh vs continually, through thy bounrifull 
liberalitie. that we be not ſo tempted, that we 
fall into diſtruſt, but that wee may patiently 
waite till thou fill vs, not enely with corpo- 
rall graces and benefits , but chieſely with 
thine heauenly and fpirituall treaſures, to the 
intent wee may alwayes haue more ample oc- 
caſion to giue thee thankes, and wholy to reſt 
vpon thy mereies Heare vs O Lord of mer- 
cy, through Ieſus Chriſt thy Sonne our Lord.

And for as much as hee being onely God, 
could not feele death, neither being =_ 
man,could oncrcome dearth, hee ioyned bo 
together, and ſuffercd his humanitie to be pu- 
niſted with moſt cruell death, feeling in him- 
ſelfe the anger and ſeuete iudgement of God, 
euen as he Pad been in extreame torments of 
hell, and therefore cryed with a loud voyce, 
My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me $5 Thus of his mercie, without compulſion, 
be offered vp himſelfe as the onely ſacrifice to 
purge the ſinnes of all the world, ſo that all 
other ſacrifices for ſin, are blaſphemous and 
derogate from the ſufficiencic hereof, which 
death, albeit it did ſufficiently reconcile vs to 
God, yet the Scriptures commonly doe attri- 
bure our regeneration to his teſurtection For 
as by riſing again from the graue, che chitd da 
hee conquered death, euen ſo the yictorie of 
our faith ſtandeth in his reſurreQion : and 
therefore without the one, wee cannot ſeele 
the benefits of the other. For as by his 
death finne was taken away, ſo ourrighteouſ- 
neſſe was reſtored by his reſurrection. And 
becauſe hee would aceompliſh all things, and 
rake poſſeſſion for vs in his kingdome, hee aſ- 
cended into heauen,to enlarge the ſame king- 
dome, by the aboundant power of his ſpirit,

And although hee be in heauen as touch- 
ing his corporall preſence, where the Father 
hath now ſet him at his right hand, commic- 
ving ynto him the adminiſtrativn of all things, 
as well in heauen aboue,as in earth 5m. 4 : 
yet is hee preſent with vs his members, euen 
w the eng of the world, in preſeruing and 
goucrning vs with his effectuall power and 
grace; who when all things are fulfilled, 
which G OD hath ſpoken by 
all his Prophets, ſince the world began, will 
come in the fame viſible forme, in the which 
hee aſcended, with an vnſpeakeable Maicſtie, 
power, and companie , to ſeparate the 
Lambes from the Goates, the elect from the 
reprobate : So that none, whether hee be a- 
live then, or dead before, ſhall eſcape his 
iudgemenr.

Church, which as members of Ieſus Chri 
the onely bead thereof,conſentin faith,hope, 
and charity, vſing the gifts of God, whether 
they be temporall or ſpirituall, to the profic 
and furtherance of che ſame,which Church is 
not ſeene to mans eye, but onely knowners 
God, who of the loſt ſonnes of Adam, hath 
ordained ſome as veſſels of wrath to damna- 
tion, and hath choſen others as veſſels of his 
mercic to be ſaued: the which in due time he 
calleth to integritie of life, and godly con- 
uerſation, to make them aglorious Church in 
himſelfe. 

Bur that Church which is viſible , and 
ſeene to the eye, hatk three tokens and marks 
whereby it may be knowne. Firſt, the word 
of GOD, contained in the olde and new 
Teſtament , which as it is aboue the authori- 
tie of the ſame Chuich, and onely ſufficient 
to ĩnſtruct vs in all things concerning ſalua- 
tion: ſo is ĩt leſt forall degrees of men, to 
reade and vnderſtand. For without this word, 
neither Church,Counſell, nor Decree, can e- 

bliſh any point touching ſaluation: The ſe- 

cond is, the holy Sacraments, vo wit, of Bap- 
time, and the Lords supper, which Sacra- 
ments Chriſt hath leſt vnto vs, as holy ſignes 
and ſcales of Gods promiſes, For as by Bap- 
tiſme once receiued, is ſigniſied. that wee (as 
well Infants as others of age and diſcretion) 
being ſtrangers from G © D by originall 
ſinne, are receiued into his family and con- 
gregation, with full afſurance, that although 
this roote of ſinne lyc hid in vs, yet to the 
Elect it ſball not be imputed: So the Sup- 

er declareth that GOD as a moſt proui- 
= Father, doth not onely fecde our bo- 
dies, bur alſo ſpiritually nouriſheth our ſoules 
with the graces and benefits of Ieſus Chriſt, 
(which the Scripture calleth cating of his 
fleth, and drinking of his bloud) neither muſt 
wee in the adminifiration of theſe Sacra 
ments, follow mans ſantaſie, but as Chriſt 
himſelfe hath ordained, ſo muft they be ad- 
miniſtred, and by ſuch as by ordinary vpca- 
tion are thereunto called. Therefore who- 
ſocuer reſerueth and worſhippeth theſe Sa- 
craments, or contrariwiſe contemneth them 
in time and place, procureth to himſelſe dam- 
nation. 

The third marke of this Church, is Eccle- 
faſticall Diſcipline , which ſtandeth in ad- 
monition and correction of faults . The fi- 
pall end whereof is Excommunication, by 
the conſent of the Church derermined, if the 
offender be obſtinarc : And befides this Ec-
